A WORLD FULL OF TROUBLES 


dt makes a fellow sort of blue and dis 
couraged to sit down to write editorial mat- 
ter for a newspaper that is to go out far 
and wide and.into the homes of the people, 
Such matter ought to be bright and opti- 
mistic and encouraging, and when one 
looks around for material out of which to 
build anything bright or optimistic or en- 
* couraging he finds just the contrary now- 
adays, with all this war and bloodshed. 
heartache and troubles of every known 
kind. ’ 

There are no writers or men of any kind 
more naturally inclined to the bright aide 
than this scribe is, but we have to confess it 
is an uphill job now. 

We of this country have not as yet been 
hurt by the war to any appreciable extent, 
and perhaps should be thankful for that, 
but we are getting into it deeper and deep- 
er every day, and the immediate future 
is anything but bright. Those of us who 
feel right about this awful conflict which is 

almost crumbling up the world, are sad, not 
glad, over it all, and pray to Almighty God 
that it may not continue long. ‘There is 
nothing noble or grand about killing peo- 


‘ple, no matter how much they may deserve 


it. We do not execute a criminal because 
we like-to, but because it has to be done for 
the protection of society. And billions of 
dollars and millions of lives being sacrific- 
ed is not a bright picture, even though it 
be deemed necessary. 

It is the duty of every man to do his 
little part in the struggle, to the end that it 
may the sooner cease, and that we are all 
doing, apparently.

Germany is a long way from being whip- 
ped, yet, and from all accounts may be able 
to fight on for years, perhaps indefinitely, 
and during all that time the butchery and 
slaughter and calamity must continue. 
That they will be finally forced to yield, 
there is R° possible doubt, as three-fourths 
of the world is arrayed against them, but 
there seems to be little prospect of: it be- 
ing anyways soon. Probably about the best 
that can be hoped for is that some kind of 
an ending may get in sight sometime dur- 
ing next year. God grant that it does. 

We do not think for a minute that the 
war should be stopped until those who are 
responsible for it are properly punished, 
for in that case it would not be long until 
it would have to all be done over again, 
and we may as well do the job up thor- 
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oughly and right while we are at it, and get 
through with it for all time to come. 

But just the same, it is a horrible con- 
dition of affairs, and calculated to stir up 
animosiges, pessimism, grief and heart- 
ache 'ra@Wler than anything else, which gets 
us around to the starting point once more. 
What we wish to point out is the fact that 
in this awful condition, for awful it is, it is 
not only the duty of everyboly to be loyal 
and true tot our country, but it is likewise 
our duty to be kind and forebearing and 
helpful to each other. Not only business 
conditions but all sorts of conditions are 
shot to pieces because of this war, and 
right now is a mighty good time to prac- 
tice up on what Jesus and the Bible taught 
us—to love our neighbor as ourself, for 
millions of our neighbors are going’ te 
need it before this war curtain is 
rung down. 

May the Lord have mercy on the world 
and everybody is in it—they certainly need 
it.
